sword.” (Rev. 6:4) The Red Horse 
is galloping to and fro in the earth 
and Christian nations will do well to 
take every precaution.

We must perpetuate 
the Christian spirit which produced 
them. A sweeping revival of super- 
natural religion to curb human de- 
pravity, put clamps on the national 
conscience, elevate moral standards 
and put the fear of God into hearts 
would solve our problem.

INDIAN SUN- WORSHIPPERS TO HEAR THE GOSPEL

66 SUN! We worship thee if thou 

art God, but if thou art net 
God we worship the God Who made 
thee.” 


This is the sad and mournful prayer 
of the Yaqui (pronounced Yock-ee) In- 
dian as he climbs to the top of the Ari- 
zona hill to give expression to the deep- 
est of all universal longings, the call 
of the soul for its Maker. Every human 
being is stamped indelibly with a wor- 
shipful nature which he can no more 
lose than he can escape his shadow. 
The Yaqui in his pitiful state, having 
been denied the opportunity of knowing 
the true God, can only sob out his 
prayer to the Sun. 


Yet, the Yaqui Indians are a most in- 
teresting people. They occupy a unique 
position among the Indian tribes of the 
North American continent. They are 
from Mexico and were the only tribe 
which the Mexican government, under 
Diaz, failed to conquer. They are a 
courageous, warlike people and have 
caused Mexico no end of trouble. Some 
years ago there came a breaking up 
among them and three large groups 
came to Arizona establishing settle- 
ments near Tucson, Scottsdale and 
Guadalupe. Thus, the Mexican border 
has become a dividing line among them. 
Because the major part of the tribe 
lives in Mexico they are regarded as 
Mexicans by the United States, and in 
turn Mexico looks upon them as Amer- 
jicans because so many settled in Ari- 
zona so the Yaqui has seemingly be- 
come a neglected man without a coun- 
try. Nearly all of them speak the Span- 
ish language, ‘as they call it, Castiyah. 


The tribe as a whole has taken the 
form of Catholicism in order to cover 
the ancient idolatry and heathenism for 
which it was noted. It still clings to 
the same old superstitious customs of 
idolatry but speaks the language of 
Cortez’s eighteenth century Catholi- 
cism. In going through the settlement 
at Guadalupe I saw a Catholic temple 
in the center where a priest comes once 
a year to conduct a great celebration, 
but all over the village were evidences 
of pagan observances, and nearby there 
was a beaten path leading to the top of 
the sacred hill. I saw a squaw with her 
brood of children ascending to engage 
in their characteristic heathenish prac- 
tice. In front of each adobe hut there 
is a bundle of sticks made in the shape 
of a cross; if one of the family be- 
comes ill the sticks are broken up and 
made into soup for the sick person to 
drink; by this means the evil spirits 
are thought to be driven away. 


When this fails the witch-doctor is 
called. He frequently resorts to the 
most unspeakable methods. To illus- 
trate: shortly before my visit a child 
had been ill. The witch-doctor came and 
after going through some hideous ma- 
neuvers proceeded to march around the 


helpless little creature, pausing fre- 
quently to stick a needle into its flesh, 
and then began sucking blood from the 
wounds. By this operation he was sup- 
posed to be removing the devils from 
the body of the helpless little victim. 
Quite naturally the child died within 
two days.... A gentleman who has 
had occasion to know the Yaqui for 
many years told me that he saw a man 
die and to his certain knowledge other 
Indians ran around and around the 
body for hours shouting and kicking it

until the flesh was kicked off the 
bones; they were supposed to be kick- 
ing the devil out of him. . . . I was also 
told that there is cause to believe that 
human sacrifices have actually been of- 
fered among them during recent years 
in some of their secret, pagan cere- 
monies. 


The Easter season is the principal 
period of insane fanaticism. They pre- 
pare for it thirty days in advance by 
dancing and_ shouting, thus working 
themselves into fits of wild ecstasy. A 
dummy is made of straw which is sup- 
posed to represent Judas, finally they 
burn it, after which a young man is 
selected to be scourged, lashed, beaten 
and tortured in unthinkable ways. With 
his flesh lacerated and dripping blood 
he is put through the suffering which 
they believe Christ endured. He is then 
dragged to the top of the hill and no 
outsider knows what takes place up 
there. Any white attempting to find 
out would never live to tell what he saw. 
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Then they come down and dance for two 
days and nights until literally exhausted. 
The Chief is virtually the dictator of the 
tribe; his word is law and is never ques- 
tioned. In order to get access to them 
with the Gospel it would be absolutely 
necessary to have that man’s friendship. 


And by an evident act of providence 
this has been accomplished during the 
last few weeks. 


It came about this way: Six -Yaqui 
men were imprisoned for gleaning in a 
field without permission. Two women 
walked twelve miles to tell Rev. Leon- 
ardo Mercado, a faithful Spanish 
preacher, about their plight and when 
he interceded with the officials in their 
behalf, Mr. Mercado was told that if 
he would go out and instruct them by 
giving a public address to the settle- 
ment that the men would be released. 
Mr. Mercado thereby won the affection 
of the tribe, the personal friendship of 
the Chief and was given an opportunity 
to preach a full Gospel sermon. At the 
close, there were five definite conver- 
sions. AND THE YAQUI TRIBE was 
opened to the Gospel! 


Mr. Mercado is a real Defender of the 
Faith, a scholarly, consecrated native 
of Mexico. But being without funds to 
support the work it was impossible for 
him to step into the door which had 
been suddenly opened. It was at that 
moment that The Defenders Movement 
contacted the opportunity and it proved 
to be a challenge which could not be 
passed by. For the small sum of $25.00 
a month a daily Bible School for Yaqui 
children and adults can be supported 
with one of Mr. Mercado’s carefully 
trained young men in charge and the 
Chief has granted permission! A cer- 
tain Christian worker on the Mexican 
border said upon hearing of this op- 
portunity, “I am simply speechless and 
can not but thank God and wonder what 
miraculous thing may next come to 
pass,” 


Feeling confident that Readers of 
The Defender will be quick to respond 
to such a challenge I decided to instruct 
Mr. Mercado to proceed, assuring him 
that the. matter would be faithfully pre- 
sented to The Defender Family. I feel 
confident that God will inspire a group 
of unselfish friends to assist in getting 
this needed work started and I hereby 
appeal for gifts of ten dollars, five dol- 
lars and one dollar, in sufficient num- 
bers, to meet the expense for the first 
four months which will be $100.00.

“For I was an hungered, and ye gave 
me meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me drink: I was a stranger, and ye 
took me in: Naked, and ye clothed me: 
I was sick, and ye visited me: I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me. Then shall 
the righteous answer him, saying, Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungered, and 
fed thee? or thirsty, and gave thee 
drink? When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in? or naked, and clothed 
thee? Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee? And the 
King shall answer and say unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it un- 
me.” Matthew 25:35-40. 


N January 29th Rev. and Mrs. R. V. 

Johnson, a small group of Phoenix 
pastors and Mrs. Winrod and myself mo- 
tored to the State prison near Florence, 
Arizona to talk with Mrs. Winnie Ruth 
Judd, the woman whose name has ap- 
peared in the newspapers more perhaps 
than any other woman in the history of 
the United States. We had heard of 
“the Velvet Tigress,” “the Blonde 
Butcher,” “the Wolf Woman” and 
“the Witch.” We naturally expected to 
see a hideous, distorted creature. Im- 
agine our surprise when we were in- 
troduced to a refined, cultured girl 
(who had just passed her twenty-eighth 
birthday the day before) with blue eyes 
and a firm countenance stamped with 
the best qualities of character..... 
There was no affectation in her fath- 
er’s kind caress when he said “Ruth 
dear, sit down here, and please tell 
these brethren all about it and answer 
any questions which they may ask, they 
are good men.” “Thank you Daddy” 
replied the daughter and she began re- 
lating her story. 


Her aged father, the Rev. H. J. Mc- 
Kinnell, is now a retired Free Meth- 
odist preacher, having served his Mas- 
ter faithfully behind the pulpit desk for 
more than forty years. He told me lat- 
er in a conversation which lasted per- 
haps two hours, that when the news of 
the tragedy in which his daughter was 
involved first reached them in Darling- 
ton, Indiana that he and Mother Mc- 
Kinnell were literally dazed. His in- 
come being only $250.00 a year and 
Ruth and her husband being without 
funds, the aged couple could not have 
come to Arizona had petitions not been 
circulated by the citizens of the town 
whereby sufficient funds were raised to 
cover their traveling expenses. He now 
has a little room in a home on the out- 
skirts of Florence and the owner of a 
nearby cafe, a negro, gives him a pail 
of soup each day. He walks about a 
mile out to the prison where authori- 
ties allow him to visit his daughter. 
Following the pious custom of his de- 
nomination against worldly wearing ap- 
parel he wears no necktie or jewelry of 
any kind. He is living in extreme 
poverty..... Illustrating again the 
purity and depth of a mother’s love 
Mrs. McKinnell lives in the prison with 
Ruth, sharing the same cell. 


Taking seats in a semi-circle in the 
lobby of the prison entrance, with 
guards and other people milling about, 


the girl who has lived in the shadow 
of the noose for over a year, related to 
us the story which has shocked the na- 
tion and attracted the attention of the 
world. My first impression was: here 
is a creature who by nature is immune 
to cunning, deceit and subtlety; her 
square jaw and big, wide open blue 
eyes, her general manner and quality of 
voice reveal this to be the fact. The 
story which she related was the same in 
substance as that she told Sheriff J. R. 
McFadden of Maricopa County when 
she first gave herself up to the authori- 
ties. He told me that he questioned 
her continuously for more than twenty- 
four hours on that occasion and he re- 
gards her statements as being true. 


Ruth expressed real regret that her 
lawyers had not allowed here to take 
the witness-stand in the first trial. 
Had she been permitted to do this, she 
feels confident that the death sentence 
would never have been pronounced. She 
says that she pleaded with them to al- 
low her to tell what happened on that 
tragic night, but their decision was that 
they should plead insanity and though 
there has been hereditary insanity in 
the family, the jury failed to be im- 
pressed. She believes that had her 
story of self-defense been told in the 
beginning that neither public sentiment 
or the jury would have condemned her. 
Her attorney who conducted the in- 
sanity defense has since died and I 
was told that worry and remorse over 
this case hastened his departure. 


Ruth did not try to shield herself 
when I talked with her. She said “I 
have sinned; I have made mistakes, but 
God knows that I have repented and 
prayed and prayed and prayed.” She 
had never lived a wild life, did not 
drink, smoke or even attend theaters 
until the period shortly before the trag- 
edy, when she said a certain man 
(whom she blames for breaking down 


‘her resistance) invaded her family cir- 


cle, she says, for the deliberate purpose 
of transferring her affections from her 
husband, Dr. Judd, who was in Los 
Angeles seeking to replenish their fi- 
nances while she too was working for 
the same purpose in Phoenix. She and 
Dr. Judd had come to Phoenix only 
eighteen months before. Her husband 
who has been sick most of their mar- 
ried life testifies that she had always 
been a faithful and devoted Christian 
wife, nursing him through many an ili- 
ness while they were living in Mexico. 
As Ruth proceeded with her story she 
wept only twice—first when she men- 
tioned how fine Dr. Judd has been to 
her since the tragedy and second, at 
the close of her story when the pastors 
asked that I should lead in a closing 
prayer. As a girl she attended the Free 
Methodist School at Greenville, IIli- 
nois and was well beloved by both stu- 
dents and teachers, never having had 
a disagreement with any one of them. 


She reminds one of a delicate flower 
that has been suddenly crushed. 
beautiful life stained by sin! She seems 
bewildered; the world has suddenly be- 
come heartless to her and she acts as if 
she was just coming out of a _ bad 
dream. She loves her life and seems 
dazed at the thought of it being taken 


from her. Many Arizona pastors have 
come out openly in her defense. 


I spent many hours talking with her 
brother, her new attorneys and several 
officials and prominent citizens of Ari- 
zona and it is the concensus of opinion 
that a mistake has been made some- 
where. One official who is close to the 
case said in my presence, “she is being 
framed.” I have no explanation for his 
words but this is what he said. But, be 
that as it may, the press reports, par- 
ticularly those coming out of the tabloid 
and Los Angeles newspapers have been 
horribly distorted. Her brother says 
that articles have been printed over her 
name which she did not write and many 
of the photographs used in the press 
have evidently been “doctored” to take 
away the sweetness and feminine quali- 
ties of her personality. Even her first 
name “Winnie” has been played up in 
the headlines because it sounds some- 
what “jazzy” when people do not un- 
derstand that she was really named aft- 
er her uncle. 


From a study of photographs of the 
carved bodies of the victims, with whom 
Ruth says she fought in self-defense, it 
is evident that it would have been 
humanly and physically impossible for 
her to have done the cutting; a study

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The Last Will and Testament of Christ

¢¢ A ND FOR this cause He is the 

mediator of a new covenant, that 
a death having taken place for the re- 
demption of the transgressions that 
were under the first covenant, they that 
were called may receive the promise of 
the eternal inheritance. For where a 
testament is, there must of necessity be 
the death of him that made it. For a 
testament is of force where there hath 
been a death: for it doth never avail 
while he that made it liveth.’”’ Hebrews 
9:15-17. 


How wonderful is the love of the 
Heavenly Father in the pains He has 
taken to teach man his relation to God, 
his fellowmen, and the world. He took 
infinite pains in creating man, and in 
redeeming him; and He has taken in- 
finite pains in instructing him. He has 
given him a revelation which is like a 
fountain at which he may quench his 
thirst; a table at which he may feast 
and live, and sit in blessed fellowshi>; 
a marriage relation in which he is unit- 
ed to Christ to bring forth fruit unto 
God; a lake of redemption in which he 
may wash and be clean; a citizenship 
in a kingdom of peace and joy and 
righteousness in which he must ac- 
knowledge the King and submit to His 
laws. This revelation is also represent- 
ed as covenants, as testaments or wills 
as is shown in the text quoted from 
Hebrews. 


Testament or Will 


The will has always been recognize 
among all peoples as an instrument to 
provide a means by which a person 
could transmit to his heirs the title of 
the property which he has accumulated 
during a lifetime. All free people have 
this right, and we cannot deny the 
Heavenly Father the right to do the 
same. Wills are made because of the 
generous impulses of the will-makers, 
and it cannot be different with God. 


There are certain qualifications which 
the will-maker must have. He must be 
of proper age; of sound mind; must 
have witnesses to his will; and must 
have something to give. Also, according 
to law and custom he may make any 
number of wills during his lifetime, but 
only the last one made is in force after 
his death. He may make his last will 
many years before his death, willing to 
his son a farm, to his daughter a house 
in town and an equal amount of money 
to each. He may will s:me of his wealth 
to missions and benevolences. But as 
long as he is alive he mzy do as he 
pleases with his possessions, giving 
gifts to his children and others. 


Should the father fear the children 
might dispose of their property and 
squander the money he might place 
conditions in the will which would pre- 
vent them doing so. They would then 
have to abide by those conditions or 
lose their estate. There would be no 
redress for them. 


God’s First Will 


In wills, the names of those who are 
to inherit are named. In Ex. 19:3 we 
have a clear illustration of who are 


named in God’s first will. Israel is ad- 
dressed, and none other, as the inher- 
itors. Deut. 5:1-3 makes this fact still 
clearer. It was a covenant made with 
those who were present at Sinai on 
that day, and was to be in force until 
abrogated by another and better. The 
promise was there, but Israel could not 
receive its fulfillment, for the reason 
that when the Maker of the will had 
died, it was found that the first had 
been abrogated by a later one. 


God’s Second Will 


In His great love for mankind God 
sent His Son into the world to reveal 
His will which should set aside the old 
one. The will was made, Christ died on 
the cross, and after His resurrection 
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and ascension to the Father, His will 
was opened and probated. 


But before Jesus died He had the 
right to do as He wished with what He 
had to give. To the palsied man He said, 
“Son, be of good cheer, thy sins are 
forgiven thee”. To the sinful woman 
He said, “Thy faith hath saved thee, 
go in peace”. To the thief on the cross, 
ee thou shalt be with me in Para- 

ise”. 


We cannot take these incidents as 
precedents for a claim to more than the 
will allows us as heirs. They were spe- 
cial gifts given by One who had the 
= to give them, and only to those 
who were named as recipients. After 
the death of the will-maker the heirs 
must conform to the conditions of the 
will or lose their share of the estate. 
The will of Christ was probated on the 
day of Pentecost and the heirs were 
named, together with the conditions of 
heirship. The witnesses were produced 


and the will was stamped and sealed by 
the presence of the Holy Spirit in the 
rushing, mighty wind, and tongues of 
flame. By the Holy Spirit the witnesses 
became the executors of the will, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy Spir- 
it, and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance”. The inheritors are announced to 
be, not Israel alone, but all nations; all 
who through faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ and obedience to His will are 
adopted into the family of God. On the 
Day of Pentecost lost sinners, hearing 
the message of the will were brought to 
a belief that Jesus is the Son of God, 
and were told to repent and be baptized 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of their sins and they should 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. Acts 
2:38. 


Jesus had all the necessary qualifi- 
cations of a will-maker. He was of 
sound mind, proper age, had twelve 
trained witnesses, and had rich gifts to 
give. The personal gifts He wills to all 
who will accept the conditions are re- 
mission of sins, the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, and adoption into the family of 
God. “To as many as received Him, 
to them gave He the right to become 
children of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on His name: who are born, not 
of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God.” 
John 1:12-13. 


The unbeliever is told that he must 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ in or- 
der to be saved. Acts 16:31. The be- 
liever is told to repent and be baptized. 
Acts 2:38. Thus the sinner is led 
through the conditions of the will until 
he can lay claim to the promises it has 
made, the remission of his sins, and the 
possession of the Holy Spirit. But the 
will goes even farther than that, and 
promises eternal life. This is the real 
estate of the Father, and is the strong- 
est incentive to purity of heart and ac- 
tivity of life. These blessings, with 
strength and guidance and comfort, and 
all the blessings that flow through 
trusting hearts are in this will for be- 
lievers. 


And what of it all? Paul tells us 
in the eighth chapter of Romans, “The 
Spirit himself beareth witness with our 
spirit that we are children of God: and 
if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Christ, if so be that 
we suffer with Him that we may be al- 
so glorified with Him”. Being children 
we are heirs. The old will of God to 
the Jews is no longer binding, for 
through Christ all who will accept Him 
as Saviour are adopted into the 
Family of God. Not upon flesh and 
blood does our salvation depend, but 
upon faith and obedience through which 
we are born into His family. Any one, 
Jew or Gentile, may become a child of 
God through Christ. In this new rela- 
tionship to God the life is changed, and 
the things we once loved we now hate, 
for we can look upon the things of this 
world through the eyes of God. With 
Him in the Esart a new world opens to 
our gaze; new affections; new sym- 
pathies; new hones that human hearts 
never had until He came. , 


Heaven above is brighter blue, 
Earth around is sweeter green, 
Something lives in every hue 
Christless eyes have never seen.

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MUSIC

INCE THE dictate of William Bate- 

son, President of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
in 1914, is conceded by his fellow biolo- 
gists, that “an organism cannot pass to 
its offspring a factor it did not receive 
in fertilization”; therefore we cannot 
maintain that music is an inherited fac- 
tor from an ape ancestry: NO APE 
SINGS. 


Is the musical ability a factor or a 
capacity? Does it originate in the soul, 
or is it a gift bestowed? If it originat- 
ed in the soul, 7. e. that it is a factor, 
which is refined as “an element that 
contributes to produce a result”; then, 
if evolution be true, it is inherent from 
the original germ. If we are simple 
enough to swallow evolution, we must 
believe that it came singing from no- 
where as it sprang from nothing. In this 
case, nothing from nothing leaves an 
evolutionist. On October 16th, 1932 Dr. 
Albert Einstein gave the world another 
evolutionistic guess: Lecturing on the 
“Conception of Space,” Dr. Einstein 
described the Universe in a state of 
expansion which possibly had been pro- 
gressing for some 10,000,000,000 years. 
Declaring that the calculation at pres- 
ent could not be proved, Dr. Einstein 
said, however, that the birthday of the 
earth might be linked up with the be- 
ginning of this expansion period. Now 
I call the evolutionist a conscienceless 
taskmaster when he drives that original 
atom to such a degree of expansion and 
for such a length of time. 


On the other hand, to those who hoid 
the Biblical account of creation to be 
true and less a strain on credulity, it 
is apparent that the capacity for music 
was, with all the other capacities, be- 
stowed upon the first man: for “capaci- 
ties are the receptive qualities.” If not 

- bestowed, according to Bateson this 
ability could not be transmitted to pos- 
terity; neither latent nor potential. 


Is sunshine a fact only to those who 
have the factor of sight, or is it uni- 
versal? Think, for your answer re- 
veals ignorance or knowledge. We deem 
it foolish for one who has the faculty 
repressed to deny its existence, for here 
faith in the veracity of the many su- 


















persedes the experience of the indi- 
vidual. Thus the knowledge of a blind 
man is increased. But equally foolish 
would it be for those who have the cap- 
acity, or “the receptive faculty”, of 
sight to claim that capacity originates 
the sunshine which they enjoy. Sun- 
shine is an universal gift bestowed, 
whether appropriated or not. A gift 
from without. 


Does a developing faculty produce 
language, or was it originally a gift 
from without? According to Dan 
Crawford and other missionaries, as 
well as some eminent linguists, the 
various languages of African tribes 
have a perfect structure of grammatical 
forms and a range of vowel intonations 
unapproached in languages of more re- 
cent origin. A parallel is only found in 
the ancient tongues, such as Aryan, Ac- 
cadian, Greek or Babylonian. No ex- 
planation can satisfy, when all the facts 
are taken into consideration, except 
that language was bestowed: and 
amongst peoples who have stood stiil, 
the original gift is preserved in all its 
original purity; due to transmission 
through verbal memory. The memoriter 
method demands flawless accuracy, 
whilst in the written method there is 
more or less inaccuracy in transmission. 
Hence we conclude, that the gift when 
bestowed was given in completeness. 
Isolation, whether of language or of 
man, tends to preserve original form; 
diffusion spells degeneracy. Hence lan- 
guage is a capacity bestowed, not a 
developing factor of the human brain. 


The same truth is evident in the 
artistic temperament. No artist of to- 
day can fully imitate nor surpass the 
artistry of Egyptian jewelry or Cretan 
pottery. Further the beauty of the 
flowers, the gorgeous plumage of the 
birds, the minute accuracy of the ephem- 
eral, and the haunting glory of sunset 
skies attest a Master greater than 
man. He who creates gives man the 
capacity of realization. 


Likewise can it be demonstrated that 
logic, philosophy, poetry, and mathe- 
matics—“the thought of God”—are 
— not factors of the human intel- 
ect. 


Thus these gifts are from without 
and are according “to the pattern of 
the things in the heavens’, yet they are 
not fully appropriated by man because 
of the action of a repressive element 
of sin in his nature. The original man 
was created according to the decree: 
“Let us make man after our image and 
after our likeness.” The repression, 
whether in full force or only partial, 
originate in rebellion against God’s 
will. And now, wherever 
there is deliverance from re- 
pression, capacities unfold. 
In attestation of this truth, 
are the men of genius—mani- 
festations of what man would 
always become if sin had not 
entered into the human heart. 
ALL CAPACITIES ARE 
GIFTS FROM WITHOUT, 
NOT INHERENT FAC- 
TORS. Else account, if you 
can, for the outstanding man 

with a mediocre ancestry! 


And this is the exact opposite of the 
evolutionary theory that everything 
was potentially in the first jelly-speck. 


As space is filled with the radiations 
of light, so also is it filled with the 
harmonies of music. In Psalm 65:8, it 
is declared that “Thou makest the ra- 
diations of the mornings and evenings 
to sing.” On October 5, 1915, Dr. Leo 
DeForest announced that he had made 
electric lights to play music: and the 
science of Radio is a commonplace fact. 
It pours in from everyside and from 
every source. 


In the hour of improvisation, when 
the darkening shades of night are gath- 
ering; when the soul is trembling on 
the brink of the unknown; when the 
heart is filled with those’ emotions, 
which are the cries of inexpressible as- 
pirations for what the race has lost, 
and the pain presses upon the chok- 
ing breath with its bitter-sweetness, 
then each note pours unpremediated out 
of the unknown. Intuitively the soul 
responds, though imperfectly and too 
oft uncomprehendingly, to the voice of 
God speaking through harmonious cad- 
ences. Thus God awakes profound emo- 
tions, even in souls out in abysmal de- 
partures, far, far from their native 
home and from their Father. As the 
repression of capacity is lifted, the 
gift is received, and through the sing- 
ing of the soul, we respond to our Fa- 
ther’s voice. How many _ times at 
deathbeds have you heard the departing 
one tell of the rieh music he was hear- 


ing! 


Nevertheless, true music, God’s voice, 
though affronted and flouted by evil, 
will come triumphantly to its own. The 
fufillment is portrayed in the scene 
in heaven, where all the sin-cleansed, in 
that sinless world, will participate in 
the singing. The gift is to be restored 
to a redeemed humanity, just as it was 
bestowed at the first upon an innocent 
pair. 
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THE JEW IN PROPHECY

Of the Jew it has well been said, “He 
is God’s time-piece.” We cannot correct- 
ly interpret the program of the present 
hour, we cannot understand the things 
which we see coming to pass, if we 
leave the Jew out of our reckoning. He 
is the prophetic clock of the ages. 

The Scriptures liken Israel to three 
kinds of trees—the Vine representing 
her spiritual privileges, the Olive Tree 
signifying her religious privileges 
among the nations and the Fig Tree 
a symbol of her National Life. To this 
latter tree I wish to call special atten- 
tion. 

When the Disciples asked Jesus 
“What shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing?” He replied in a parable: “When 
his branch is yet tender, and putteth 
forth leaves, ye know that summer is 
nigh. So likewise, when ye shall see all 
these things, know that it is near, even 
at the doors.” In substance, said the 
Christ, “When Israel begins to show 
signs of national life, when the sap of 
patriotism comes up from the roots of 
her nationalism and the nations begin 
to prepare for her restoration to Pai- 
estine, then you know that My coming 
is nigh, even at the doors.” When one 
is at the door of his house he is very 
close home, is he not? 

A casual glance at the Fig Tree (Is- 
rael’s national life) will reveal to the 
observer that there are many leaves al- 
ready in evidence. One needs not to ap- 
ply the miscrope to scrutinize, simply 
look with eyes unclouded by prejudice 
and you shall see. The fulfillment of the 
prophecy made in Ezekiel 7:24 is a well 
known fact, namely, that Palestine 
which was promised to Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob was given over under the 
control of the Turk. There is no doubt 
that the Turk has been the worst of the 
nations. Neither his past history nor his 
treatment of the Armenians and of the 
Christian people will bear inspection. 
There are no other people in the world 
who could be classed as the worst of 
the heathen than the Turk. Notice Eze- 
kiel’s words, “Wherefore I will bring 
the worst of the heathen, and they shall 
possess their (Israel’s) houses. Their 
holy places shall be defiled.” Isaiah 11: 
11-12 says that the Jews were to be 
brought back to their land and this 
most startling event began during the 
great war and happened exactly as the 
prophecies had indicated. 

On the 7th of December 1917 General 
Allemby with a portion of the British 
army marched toward the religious cra- 
dle of the world, Jerusalem. When the 
report was received that Allemby was 
approaching, the Turks fled in fear. 
For to them the very name Allemby 
meant, the Prophet of God. Allah 
meaning God and Beh meaning Proph- 
et! This left the city free. And on that 
memorable morning General Allemby 
walked with bowed head having been 
told by the King of England to pray 
before making his decision regarding 
the taking of Jerusalem. and he cap- 
tured the Holy City without firing a 
single shot. 

About the same time the British na- 
tion was confronted with a great diffi- 
culty. They were cut off from supplies 
of a certain mineral necessary in the 
manufacture of high explosives and am- 


munition. Defeat hovered near until one 
day the clouds were lifted when a Jew, 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, a chemist, found 
in his laboratory a substitute for the 
mineral. When his discovery was pre- 
sented to Parliament, they offered a 
fabulous sum for the secret. He refused 
their money and said in substance, “I 
wish no money, for my services, I want 
but one thing, that Britain’s power and 
influence shall be used to free Palestine 
from the oppressor and to secure it for 
Jewish occupation.” The request was 
granted and Dr. Weizmann was later 
appointed president of the Palestine 
commission under the British Govern- 
ment. From this time forth the leaves 
of the Fig Tree began to appear rapid- 
ly. Just a short while later, in June 
1918, Dr. Weizmann had the joy of lay- 
ing the foundation stone of a Jewish 
university on the Mount of Olives and 
the flag of Judah was hoisted in the 
breezes of the Holy Land for the first 
time in hundreds of years. 


From that time on Palestine became 
a center of activity; it began to pulsate 
with life and vitality. For the heart of 
every Jew always was and is in Pales- 
tine—that was his home and that is his 
home. When the Turkish fetters were 
broken it was like going back to home 
sweet home. Listen to a few words 
from the old Talmud and you will get 
the sediment of Jewish feeling toward 
the Holy Land, “He that lives in the 
Holy Land is as though he were with- 
out sin.” “A Jew who lives in the Holy 
Land is one who lives with God.” “He 
who lives outside even though the ma- 
jority in that city are religious, it is 
as though he worshipped strange gods.” 
“He that inhabits the Holy City one 
hour and dies there is sure of the world 
to come.” 

The population of Jerusalem at pres- 
ent is approximately 100,000. Out of 
that number there are 80,000 Jews. 
Compare this with the population of 
about fifty years ago when there were 
24,000 residents and only 4,000 Jews. 
In the latter case there were six Gen- 
tiles to one Jew but now there are eight 
Jews to ten Gentiles. Looks like some- 
thing is happening does it not? In fact 
Jerusalem is becoming so thickly popu- 
lated that over half of the people live 
outside the city walls in what is called, 
greater Jerusalem. Business houses, 
stores, hotels and recreation centers are 
moving outside. Jerusalem has already 
expanded its border line half way to 
Bethlehem on the south, the greater 
part of the way to Ain Karim (sup- 
posed by some authorities to be the 
birthplace of John the Baptist) on the 
west, and on the north all the way to 
the foot of Mount Scopus. Says one 
writer, who does not even confess to be 
a Christian, “Curiously enough this de- 
velopment of the Holy City follows 
closely the description of the rebuilding 
of Jerusalem as given in Jeremiah.” 
Nearly one hundred streets have been 
added and named. Some of the new 
streets are Nehemiah’s Road, Street of 
Ezra, Jeremiah Street, Hezekizh S:reet, 
etc. 


The city at present boasts of its mod- 
ern educational system _ including 
schools, colleges and a university. It 
has hospitals, movies, parks, recreation- 


al centers, restaurants and hotels. Its 
citizens are conversant with use of the 
telephone and radio and are carried in 
the latest types of automobiles. Its 
streets are no longer lighted with the 
candle and oil lamp, but by electricity 
generated in a most modern power 
house whose dynamos are turned by the 
waters of the River in which our Sav- 
iour was baptized. The city is also 
equipped with an efficient water sup- 
ply and an up-to-date sanitary drain- 
age system. The skyline is being stead- 
ily heightened as towering edifices are 
being erected of stone and brick. Just 
recently the Hotel King David was 
erected with a capacity of 200 rooms at 
the expense of $1,500,000. 


Along the road over which Jesus 
walked while He was carrying His cross 
to Calvary, on the reputed site of Pon- 
tius Pilate’ s house, a huge pottery fac- 
tory is now operating on full schedule. 
Not only is Jerusalem being revolu- 
tionized and modernized and western- 
ized but all Palestine is affected. For 
instance the former quiet and insignifi- 
cant hamlet of Haifa nestling snugly 
under the shadow of Mount Carmel has 
in very recent years been converted in- 
to the “Detroit of the Holy Land.” A 
large soap factory is now turning out 
annually 5,000 tons of its products. 
Other factories such as silk mills, ce- 
ment factories, flour mills, glass works, 
and box-making factories, are operating 
on full and over time. And at the very 
present hour in which you are reading 
this article huge dredges are busily en- 
gaged in the formation of a new harbor 
that will accommodate the largest ves- 
sels afloat. Palestine is the one place 
in the world that has not been molested 
by the depression. 


Another interesting fact is this: the 
old peasant farmers are being rapidly 
replaced by the more progressive and 
skilled Jewish agriculturist. The former 
occupation of the Jew was farming, 
then he later changed to business, but 
now he is returning to the farm with 
modern equipment, tractors, etc. On 
the newly macadamized road from Dan 
in the north to Beersheba in the south 
there are over two hundred of these 
agricultural settlements. Mosquito in- 
fested swamps are being drained and 
converted into fields of ripening grain. 
Desert lands are being irrigated and 
are blossoming like a rose. 


“No country in the world is being 
more rapidly westernized than Pales- 
tine,” said H. J. Shepstone F. R. G. S. 
“This westernization has been accom- 
plished in just a little over a decade. 
Indeed virtually all the improvements 
have been wrought within the last five 
or six years. Much of the activity in 
Palestine is due to Jewish initiative. 
They have spent over $60,000,000 in the 
country within the last ten years and 
they are still spending over $5,000,000 
a year on land reclaiming, building, 
quarrying and in maintaining agricul- 
tural settlements.” 


Said the Christ—“When ye shall see 
all these things, know that it (my com- 
ing) is near, even at the doors.” These 
are certainly times when both ministers 
and the laity should examine the proph- 
ecies. Satan has put prejudice between 
many pastors and prophecy so_ that 
they, Ike the religious leaders of old, 
can not read “the signs of the times.” 
Let it be earnestly hoped that many 
more may receive spiritual sight so that 
they will not be taken unawares. 
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More Evidence of the World Conspiracy

F YOU were to be told that it was 

reliably repcrted that a small group 
of Jewish nationality had conspired to- 
gether over a period of years for the 
purpose of gaining control of the gold 
of the world, that their activities were 
unknown to the great masses of Jewish 
people, that according to evidence these 
men have succeeded so far in carrying 
out their dastardly aims, that back in 
the year 1905 they assembled from dif- 
ferent parts of the earth in secret con- 
clave to devise plans for launching an 
international plot designed to over- 
throw the nations, that they said among 
themselves that their scheme would be 
to set up a dictatorship based upon 
their control of gold with a Superman 
at the head who would lash the nations 
into subjection, that the idea is a re- 
ligious conviction with them, that in- 
formation regarding the conspiracy 
leaked out, that the secret documents 
which they evolved at the meeting were 
translated and printed in a book a copy 
of which later made its way into the 
British Museum, that everyone of the 
threats and plans published therein has 
already come true or is now in process 
of coming to pass, and that the whole 
program is a remarkable and exact 
fulfillment of Bible prophecy—if such 
an array of facts were to be placed be- 
fore you, could you believe them, or 
would they seem to be fantastic and 
would they prove staggering to the im- 
agination? ... The foregoing state- 
ments outline a part of the contents of 
the exposure which I brought to light 
a few weeks ago in the book *“The 
Hidden Hand.” Literally hundreds of 
letters have been received from people 
in all walks of life who have said with 
one voice that a knowledge of these 
facts seems to be THE ONLY EX- 
PLANATION FOR WHAT WE SEE 
TAKING PLACE IN THE WORLD AT 
THE PRESENT TIME. The documents 
referred to which profess to be a record 
of the deliberations of the secret meet- 
ings, made by the powerful wizards of 
finance themselves, are called “The 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of 
Zion.” The translation was made by a 
Russian, Professor Sergei Nilus, and 
the British Museum received its copy 
in 1906. 


The documents have been denounced 
by some Jews as forgeries but the stub- 
born and amazing fact remains that the 
threats contained in them are coming 
to pass exactly as outlined. Everyone 
would like to disbelieve them but their 
fulfillment is too glaring. 


Among others who have attached im- 
portance to these records is Mr. Henry 
Ford. But not understanding the pro- 
phetic element involved Mr. Ford’s ex- 
posure took the appearance of a gener- 
al attack upon the Jewish race as a 
whole and this was most unfortunate for 
it is evident that the great body of 
Jews are themselves as ignorant of this 
international conspiracy as the Gentiles 
who are of course the primary target 
of the attack of the men who are said 
to be maneuvering things from behind 
the scenes by the control of gold. It is 
absolutely true that the Jews are a

Chosen People and that, as a nation, 
they will eventually embrace the Mes- 
siah Whom they rejected; they are the 
central hub around which the prophe- 
cies revolve, but it is also true that in 
the present period of history, the Bible 
calls them “a curse,” “a reproach,” “a 
taunt,” and “a byword.” Jesus said their 
“heart is waxed gross” and Isaiah said 
they would be ensnared by “a delusion.” 
But notwithstanding, the nation as a 
whole is fitting in, unconsciously, to the 
working out of a great prophetic plan. 
And a part of this plan is the prophe- 
cied fact that prior to the second com- 
ing of Christ their leaders would gain 
control of the wealth of the world. 
Zechariah describes just such a break- 
ing up of the nations as we are wit- 
nessing at the present time and says 
there will come a period when people 


“shall lay hold every one on the hand 
of his neighbor, and his hand shall rise 
up against the hand of his neighbor.” 
When will this take place? Read the 
next verse; it will occur when the des- 
cendants of the tribe of Judah (the 
Jews) have gained control of the finan- 
cial wellsprings of the world. Zecha- 
riah 14:14, “And Judah also shall fight 
at Jerusalem; and the wealth of all the 
heathen (the Gentiles) round about 
shall be gathered together, gold, and 
silver, and apparel, in great abund- 
ance.” 


After Mr. Ford had become involved 
in what promised to be endless litiga- 
tion it will be recalled that a few years 
ago he published a flattering statement 
about the Jewish people and ceased his 
exposure. But apparently there are men 
of wealth and power who are yet seek- 
ing his destruction. When labor dis- 
putes and Red agitation caused some of 
his factories to close last month, he

The strength of the United States 
government has always been deter- 
mined by the force of its national 
character. If in the past the nation 
has been “a beacon light to the world” 
it was because of the application of 
Christian principles. ‘Righteousness 
exalteth a nation.” It is natural to sup- 
pose that Bible religion, in the mass 
mind, would automatically reflect itself 
in its leadership. This book has to do 
with the Christian influences which 
have contributed to the making of pres- 
idents and in turn the bearing which 
national morality has had upon the 
decisions made by Christian statesmen 
while standing at the helm of govern- 
ment. Many interesting facts regarding 
the personal lives of presidents, their 
wives and immediate relatives are 
packed into these pages. Every biogra- 
phical sketch is well written. The author 
provides a complete bibliography, an 
adequate index and several valuable 
illustrations. 


No less than a dozen sons and daugh- 
ters have come out of preacher’s homes 
to enter the White House. During four 
successive administrations, running 
from 1881 to 1897, there was a son or 
daughter of a clergyman officiating at 
the Executive Mansion. James A. 
Garfield was called the “preacher 
president” because he was an ordained 
minister in the Christian denomination 
wea while he was president he delivered 

ng Sunday sermons. We read, “His 

t power had a native origin. He 
reachers on his mo- 
ther’s side. From this. ... he acquired 
his gift of eloquence. *” Chester A. 
Arthur, a Baptist, Grover Cleveland, a 
Presbyterian; Woodrow Wilson, a Pres- 
byterian, and Herbert Hoover, a 
Quaker, were all the sons of preachers. 
Both President and Mrs: Wilson were 
born in the manse.

Was Thomas Jefferson an atheist? 
Positively NO! He had little use for 
some of the dogmas of the church of 
his day. Nevertheless his reverence for 
holy things and his belief in God and 
the Bible stand unimpeached. For in- 
stance, once when he was giving advice 
to his namesake, we find him giving the 
six following suggestions which he said 
would insure future success and hap- 
piness: “1. Adore God. 2. Reverence 
and cherish your parents. 3. Love your 
neighbor as yourself, your country more 
than yourself. 4. Be just. 5. Be true. 
6. Murmur not at the ways of Provi- 
dence.” Moreover, he is the only Presi- 
dent known to have devoted so much 
time to a study of the Scriptures as to 
evolve a complete text of his own on 
the “Life of Jesus.” His treatise on this 
subject was written during and after 
his term in the presidency. And the 
time and effort put into his famous 
“Jefferson Bible’ must have _ been 
enormous. Let the modern atheists who 
are claiming him take note of these 
facts. 


Other valuable features of the book 
include the _ following discussions: 
“Religious tests forbidden in the Con- 
stitution,” “Anti-Catholic agitation 
throughout our history,” “Presidents 
and the Bible” etc. 


A SUMMARY OF THE GOSPELS. 
By Loraine Boettner. Published by Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Publishing Company. 
Pages 130. Price 50 cents. 

The materials of the four Gospels of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John are 
brought together in chronological order 
and combined into one continuous story 
which gives a full account of every 
event but avoids repetition. As far as 
possible the dates of events and the 
places of their occurrence are given. 
The material is thus systematically ar- 
ranged, and all that the four writers 
have to say about any particular event, 
parable, miracle, discourse, etc., is 
brought together in one compact state- 
ment. Full Scripture references are 
given, usually by means of footnotes. 
The American Standard Version of the 
Scriptures is used instead of the King 
James Version. There are 137 divisions, 
or chapters, in the Summary. 


No doubt many teachers will welcome 
this arrangement of the Gospels for 
class use and at the same time the 
general reader will be greatly helped 
in systematizing his knowledge of the 
New Testament by making it a careful 
study. The Author is Professor of Bible 
at Pikeville College. 


THE MAN GOD USES. By Oswald 
J. Smith. Published by Marshall, Mor- 
gan and Scott Ltd. Pages 116. Price 
75 cents. 

This new book, published under an 
old title, conceives of Christianity as 
being more than creed or even a doc- 
trinal statement. True Christianity is 
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Christ — Christ in expression, manifest- 
ing Himself through regenerated, 
consecrated, Spirit-filled lives — lives 
that are separated from the world, un- 
spotted by sinful taint — lives that have 
come under the control of the Holy 
Spirit. These inspirational messages are 
certain to inspire and help every real 
Christian believer into a sweeter, rich- 
er knowledge and experience of the One 
Who said, “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” 


THE ETERNAL GOD REVEALING 
HIMSELF TO SUFFERING ISRAEL 
AND TO LOST HUMANITY. By 
David L. Cooper. Published by the 


Evangelical Press. Pages 362. Price 
$1.25. 
Our esteemed contemporary, Mr. 


Thomas M. Chalmers, has summed up 
his attitude toward this book in the fol- 
lowing language, “It is timely, an ex- 
cellent work and well adapted to meet 
the needs of inquiring Jews. Professor 
Cooper has done a fine piece of work 
calculated to be very helpful to minis- 
ters and to all who seek the truth of 
the Word of God and His great Mes- 
siah-Redeemer.” 


Professor Cooper’s chief concern in 
life is the commendable task of helping 
to evangelize the Jewish race. And 
one of his methods is the dissemination 
of that type of literature which is de- 
signed to appeal to the best intellectual 
elements of modern Judaism. However, 
it would be a mistake to assume that 
this volume was written for Jews alone. 
Part I reviews the Evidence of God in 
Nature. Part II considers Evidence 
from the Tenach or Old Testament. 
Part III offers Evidence from the New 
Testament. On scores of pages in 
Part II the Hebrew characters are 
printed with the English text to clinch 
the meaning conveyed so that both Jew 
and Gentile may be _ divested of all 
doubt as to the pre-existence and pur- 
pose of the coming of the One about. 
Whom all Scripture is written. 


Dr. Charles G. Sterling says, “Ortho- 
dox Jews and conservative Christians 
agree in regarding the Old Testament 
as the very Word of God. Honest stu- 
dents in these two groups will welcome 
this volume as a clear, consistent, con- 
vincing presentation of the greatest 
question appealing throughout the cen- 
turies for the consideration of Jew and 
Gentile.”

“Mackenzie, a Scottish doctor on the 
League secretariat, cooperated with the 
Liberian government in a successful ef- 
fort to pacify Kru tribes who, having 
come into conflict with the government 
and with each other, had fled into the 
bush. Forty-four towns had been burned 
and at least 12,000 men, women and 
children were in a state of advanced

Standard, “The actual truth is that cer- 
tain bankers are trying to obtain con- 
trol of the Ford concern. Certain of my 
competitors are operating against me, 
supported by these bankers, with the 
object of preventing another Ford car 
from leaving the factory. ... They 
succeeded for a few hours....I am 
going straight out now to clean up the 
whole affair.” 


“The Protocols” quote the leaders, 
whom I choose to designate, “The Hid- 
den Hand,” as saying that they pur- 
posely manipulated conditions to put 
the nations on the gold standard; there 
being so comparatively little gold in the 
world they knew it could be brought 
under control, whereas with silver and 
an excess of paper money, it would be a 
very different matter. Moreover, to con- 
trol all nations there would have to be 
a universal standard. Like every nation, 
these leaders thirst for power, they 
want to see their people in the ascend- 
ency, but being scattered over the whole 
world they could never hope to organize 
armies and do combat; however, the 
same objective could be reached, they 
said, by the gold method; namely, to 
throw all nations into economic chaos 
by creating what “The Protocols” call 
“A UNIVERSAL ECONOMIC CRISIS” 
(the present depression) out of which 
they would emerge as leaders of the 
world with headquarters in their apos- 
tate Zion—Palestine. At the head of 
their world system they said they were 
going to evolve a Dictator, their Mes- 
siah, (the Antichrist of the Bible) at 
whose disposal the gold of the world 
will be placed. It will then be necessary, 
according to John, to do business under 
“the mark of the beast,” in order t» 
“buy or sell.” 


As if guided by prophetic intuition, 
away back in 1896 Wiiliam Jennings 
Bryan was fighting for free silver. He 
won the presidential nomination when 
he concluded his famous Chicago speech

Due largely to the fact that slavery 
was being found practiced in Liberia, 
the United States government recently 
severed official relations with the coun- 
try although Liberia was colonized by 
former American slaves and their chil- 
dren, and the United States has ever 
been like a parent to them. The Kru 
tribes out in the interior, and soldiers 
of the Liberian government, have en- 
gaged in repeated clashes of late, ac- 
cording to reports. There are twelve 
major divisions to the Krus and in some 
sections there exists the most heathen- 
ish practices. 


Defender columns have carried ar- 
ticles during recent months telling the 
story of how Paul Nyecka Revere, a 
native Kru, made his way to the United 
States and after eight years of training 
in the Practical Bible Training School 
has now returned to his people to do 
missionary work through the support of 
The Defenders Movement. Pray for 
Paul. He sailed January 4th, and as 
these words are written no communica- 
tion has been received concerning his 
arrival. But it is supposed that by this 
time he has launched into the evangelis- 
tic crusade which is to take him 
through each of the twelve tribes. This 
is indeed an opportune time for such an 
undertaking and the need is very great 
due to the unsettled conditions existing 
among the Krus. 


The only available financial support 
for Paul’s ministry comes from the 
gifts which Defender Readers are in- 
spired to send to the Wichita headquar- 
ters.

SANTO DOMINGO: 
A West Indies Challenge 


“Your religion is scarcely tolerated 
here.” These were the immigration of- 
ficer’s words to me in Santo Domingo 
when I visited that country in the year 
1919 as he read in my passport that my 
occupation was Minister of the Gospel. 
The man was right. Roman Catholicism 
is recognized by the State as the offi- 
cial religion of the country and other 
cults are tolerated only among stran- 
gers. When the natives embrace anoth- 
er belief persecution arises though not 
always openly. Nevertheless the suffer- 
ing is cruel and systematic, for the 
priest is the biggest man in most towns 
and his influence is tremendous, even 
some times superior to civil power. 


Since Santo Domingo or the Domini- 
can Republic was discovered, that peo- 
ple’s conscience has suffered the be- 
trayal of Romanism. When in the year 
1844 they broke the chains of ag selon 
slavery and became a Republic the Pope 


took advantage and priests have al- 
ways held high positions in the govern- 
ment including the Presidential seat. 


During my stay there from 1919 to 
1921 I traveled through a large section 
of the country, teaching in public 
schools, doing colportage work and 
preaching in temples, halls and the open 
air. An American Mediatory Commis- 
sion was then ruling that nation and 
the writer availed himself of that cir- 
cumstance to spread Gospel seed in 
every way possible. Now it is forbidden 
to hold open-air meetings but it is not 
impossible to invade the Dominican ter- 
ritory with the Defender Testimony. 


Faithful believers living there have 
heard about our Message and are pray- 
ing the Lord to send us to them for a 
season in order to feed them spiritually, 
enhance their ministry, study the place 
as to needs and opportunities and, if 
the time has come, to establish per- 
manent Gospel nerve-centers for the 
immediate evangelization of the Island. 


I remember many Christian faces 
from Santo Domingo. When the Do- 
minican accepts Jesus Christ he be- 
comes a new man and is always in ear- 
nest, going after others with the good 
news of his salvation. But how will 
they believe if they do not have a 
preacher. Spiritual darkness prevails 
among that noble people. 


As a matter of fact that “region be- 
yond” has been neglected. Missionary 
interest has almost died without reach- 
ing the million souls that are living and 
dying without hope in that beautiful 
Island of approximately 19,000 square 
miles. While in the United States I 
met a few Dominicans who accepted the 
Lord in my New York meetings and 
their first words were, “We hope that 
you may go at once to our country. 
We shall give you letters for relatives 
there.” 


This is a Macedonian call. It is hard 
to say no. We believe God will enable 
Defenders to widen the Spanish Cru- 
sade to include the Dominican Republic 
before the end of this year. The Capital 
city named Santo Domingo de Guzman, 
with a population of 31,000, is a very 
adequate place to start witnessing. 
Other important cities that should be 
visited in the first mission are San 
Pedro de Macoris, Santiago de los Ca- 
balleros and Seybo. From these centers 
the fire will be taken to the smaller 
cities and towns by the believers who 
get the vision. 


Feeling it is the Lord’s will that 
Christ should be preached also to the 
souls perishing in Santo Domingo we 
lay this burden before Defender friends.

Spanish Defenders

The first Gospel radio program ever 
broadcast in Puerto Rico was offered 
by The Defenders Movement.

Since that 
time no missionary group has been on 
the air to spread the Good News, No 
Christian voice has since confronted 
radio listeners. 

When Dr. Winrod announced his plan

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address, I didn’t anticipate the glorious 
results that rewarded his optimism. He 
approached the microphone confidently, 
but my impression was that our audi- 
ence was nearly limited to the group 
of friends crowding the studio. 


But time, telegrams and letters have 
revealed the wonderful outcome of the 
blessed meeting. All over the Island, 
far and near, and in other countries in 
the West Indies and South America the 
message was heard. A friend from 
Venezuela told me how providentially 
he was led, together with other per- 
sons, to place themselves within reach 
of the speaker’s voice that eventful 
night. Nobody can explain how it was 
that so many people thought of the 
radio that evening and were assembled 
in family houses, hotels, restaurants 
and anywhere a radio could be avail- 
able, deeply interested in the broadcast. 
It is also surprising to find how well 
they remember the message. Churches 
aware of the coming event, borrowed 
radios and had a great night enjoying 
our first service over the air. God was 
in the idea, This is the way to account 
for the splendid results. 


We can truthfully say that hundreds, 
unfamiliar with Christ’s words, heard 
the Christian message that evening for 
the first time in their lives. And they 
were arrested by the importance of the 
sermon. 


Radio ministry in Puerto Rico af- 
fords an opportunity we should not 
miss. There are many hundreds of 
radios in the towns and rural sections. 
The man with a radio in the country is 
visited by all his neighbors every night. 
They come to his house in crowds to 
hear far-away voices brought near by 
God’s waves. Customs here make it 
possible for a private radio to reach 
scores. And there are about 30,000 
radios working in Puerto Rico during 
the first hours every night.

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EARTH'S PROPHETIC WEEK

667) NE DAY is with the Lord as a 
thousand years, and a thousand 
years as one day.” II Peter 3:8. 

God has not left the race of human 
beings without a chart and compass. 
We are not sailing on unchartered seas. 
The Bible clearly indicates that God or- 
dained the history of this earth to be a 
Week of Days, with each day lasting 
one thousand years. 


In the second epistle of Peter and the 
third chapter we are told that “in the 
last days scoffers” would come “walk- 
ing after their own lusts, and saying, 
Where is the promise of his coming? 
for since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were from the 
beginning of the creation.” Peter states 
here exactly the principle upon which 
modern scholasticism is builded, namely 
that everything operates according to 
the fixed plan of natural law, no mir- 
acles having ever occurred, “all things 
continue as they were.” This false idea 
of seeking to rule the transcendent God 
out of His own universe has produced 
countless thousands of “scoffers.” 


Now we are told by Peter in this 
chapter that the reason for this unbe- 
lief in the Lord’s return would be the 
willful rejection of the Genesis account 
of creation, which of course means the 
acceptance of the Evolution lie as 
taught to millions in the schools of the 
world. This would lead, Peter says, to 
the rejection of the story of the Flood, 
that great cataclysmic judgment, by 
which “the world that then was, being 
overflowed with water, perished.” 
(Verse 8.) And Jesus in Matthew 24 
shows how intimately the story of the 
Flood is related to the teaching about 
His return. He said, “As the days of 
Noe were, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be.” So II Peter 3:8 
has a distinct bearing upon God’s pur- 
poses regarding this world and the 
Prophetic Days of a thousand years 
each. This is the key that unlocks the 
divine plan of the ages. 

Then, as if he was about to unfold 
something very, very important Peter 
writes this preface, “But, beloved, be 
not ignorant of this one thing,” and 
continues, “ONE DAY IS WITH THE 
LORD AS A THOUSAND YEARS, 
AND A THOUSAND YEARS AS ONE 
DAY.” 


Reading Scriptures with this key in 
our hands, wonderful light is thrown 
upon many passages, otherwise very 
difficult, and indeed almost impossible 
of understanding. In terms of thou- 
sand year days we find that God dates 
both the first and second comings of 
His Son. Please follow this line of reas- 
oning closely. 


When Peter gave us this prophetic 
key of interpretation, he referred back 
to the account of creation in the book 
of Genesis. Evidently the earth became 
waste and empty through a testing and 
fall of angelic beings in the dateless 
period prior to the creation of Adam 
and Eve, and this brought about a judg- 
ment which left the planet “without 
form, and void.” Read carefully Jere- 
miah 4:23-26, also Isaiah 14:12-15 and 
Ezekiel 28, which refer to the collapse 


of Lucifer’s kingdom before the seven 
days of Genesis. In other words, before 
the creation of Adam and Eve, the 
earth was populated by a race of be- 
ings who disobeyed God. 


In Genesis 1:5 we read “And the eve- 
ning and the morning were the first 
day.” So in reading this account we 
are told by the Apostle Peter, as a typ- 
ical picture of future history, we are 
to look upon each day as a period of a 
thousand years. Although the original 
week of history in which God recreated 
this earth after Lucifer’s fall, in order 
to make it habitable for the present 
race of people, may have been a week 
of twenty-four hour days, yet when you 
view it from its typical meaning, I am 
pretty certain, God intended the present 
history of the earth, to be a prophetical 
week of seven days, of one thousand 
years each, making a total of seven 
thousand years. The seventh day was 
the Sabbath Day in the recreative days 
of Genesis, of rest, and it is typical of 
the one thousand years reign of Christ 
on earth described in Revelation 20. 
This will be the Kingdom age, and is 
soon to be ushered in by the glorious 
appearing of our Lord. Now let us see 
how this thousand year to a day plan 
works out with reference to the first 
and second comings of Christ: 


The first great picture of redeeming 
love is found in the 22nd Chapter of 
Genesis. God commands Abraham to 
“Take now thy son, thine only son 
Isaac, whom thou lovest.’”’ There is in 
this wonderful story of Abraham’s will- 
ingness to sacrifice his son, the glo- 
rious record of the Atoning love, and 
substitutionary sacrifice on Calvary. 
And even the chronology is given, for 
in verse four we read “And on the 
third day Abraham lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the place afar off.”’” He saw 
Calvary and the Lamb of God, being 
sacrificed “afar off” and what he was 
doing was a type of Calvary’s tragedy. 
Our Lord referred to this in John 8:56 
“Your father Abraham rejoiced to see 
my day, he saw it and was glad.” A- 
braham was born about two thousand 
years from Adam. Two, one thousand 
year days had gone by, and two more 
great days of one thousand years each, 
had to roll by, before the heavenly 
Isaac, the Lamb of God, would come 
and die for the sins of the world. A- 
braham by faith lifted up his eyes, and 
looked across two one thousand year 
days, on which the sacrifice, that would 
atone for the sins of the world, the 
death of Jesus on the cross, would be 
made. Abraham lived in the third 
thousand year day of Earth’s history 
from Adam, and standing “on the third 
day,” looked across that day, and the 
next, the fourth day, to the time when 
Jesus Christ should be sacri- 
iced. 


How wonderful God has hidden in 
type, the exact period that would elapse 
from Adam to the first coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ! And also, He has 
hidden in His infallible Word, the time 
that must elapse, before His glorious 
appearing takes place. Seven hundred 
years before the first coming, God gave 
His prophet Hosea some wonderful 


light concerning the second coming of 
Christ. “I will go and return to my 
place, till they acknowledge their of- 
fence, and seek my face: in their afflic- 
tion will they seek me early.” Hosea 
5:15. The prophet is talking about the 
Jews committing the terrible offense of 
killing their Messiah and says that the 
Lord would return to His place i. e. 
heaven, till they acknowledged their 
guilt “in their affliction.” This “afflic- 
tion” is a clear reference to the Jewish 
period of “Jacob’s trouble” (Jeremiah 
30:7) and the reign of Antichrist (Mat- 
thew 24:15). In that awful day of tribu- 
lation, the remnant of Jews will plead 
with their Messiah, Whom the Jewish 
nation crucified, to come and save them. 
Their sobbing prayer is given in Hosea 
6:1-3. Verse 2 says “After two days 
will he revive us: in the third day, he 
will raise us up, we shall live in his 
sight.” Now there are no two days in 
Israel’s history to which this passage 
can refer. But if we use the key given 
and understand these two days are pro- 
phetical days of one thousand years 
each from the time they crucified their 
Messiah, till He comes to rescue them 
in their awful peril, all is clear. The 
“third day” undoubtedly refers to the 
Millennial reign of Christ. It is the third 
day since the Lord’s first coming but 
the seventh from Adam. 


Now Jesus, foretold the time of His 
second coming in similar terms. One 
day some Pharisees came to Him, and 
said “Get thee out, and depart hence 
for Herod will kill thee.” His reply 
was “Go ye and tell that fox, Behold I 
cast out devils, and do cures today and 
tomorrow and the third day I shall be 
perfected.” Luke 13:31. Now what does 
our Lord mean in this seemingly diffi- 
cult passage of Scripture? The answer 
is simvle. Jesus is speaking propheti- 
cally in terms of one thousand year 
days, and His ministry will not cease 
at His death. But for two one thousand 
year days (“today and tomorrow’’) the 
Holy Spirit will be here on earth. Jesus 
said concerning the Holy Spirit, “And 
when he is come, he will reprove the 
world of sin, and of righteousness and 
judgment” (John 16:8). In other words 
this wonderful work of grace will con- 
tinue till that glorious “third day,” 
when Jesus shall “be perfected,” and 
shall reign for one thousand years as 
King over this whole earth. This will 
be the third prophetical day from His 
first coming and the Seventh Day from 
Adam. Revelation 20:2 says that Sa- 
tan will be bound during that glorious 
day of “one thousand years.” 


It seems to me the same information 
is hidden in the Parable, of the Good 
Samaritan. When he departed he “took 
out two pence, and gave them to the 
host, and said unto him take care of 
him: and whatsoever thou spendest 
more, when I come again I will repay 
thee.” Luke 10:35. There is a deep 
prophetical truth hidden in the “two 
pence.” He leaves two pence to cover 
the two prophetical days of this Gospel 
dispensation. 


These days are also referred to in 
the great Pentecost Chapter Acts 2. 
Peter quotes the prophet Joel, “And it 
shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh.” The “last days” refer 
to the Gospel age of the Holy Spirit, 
and the seventh day of Christ’s reign, 
the Millennial Sabbath Day of rest,

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DAYBREAK IN SPAIN 


By Oswald J. Smith. 





How I wish I could have taken you 
with me on my last trip to Spain! It 
is almost impossible to give you any 
kind of an adequate conception of the 
opportunity that is ours to-day in that 
dark, benighted land. Little did I know 
of the great need in Spain until I saw 
it for myself. Just think, when I was 
there the first time (1924), the King 
was on the throne and the Jesuits were 
in power. Only nineteen were permitted 
to assemble for a meeting, unless in an 
authorized building. The missionaries 
were persecuted and even mobbed fre- 
quently. Many times they were arrest- 
ed for selling Bibles, distributing tracts, 
and preaching the Gospel. Their lives 
were in constant danger. I, personally, 
saw one who had been set upon by the 
mob, his clothes torn off, and he him- 
self beaten with rods until the flesh of 
his back was torn to shreds, and with 
the blood oozing from innumerable 
wounds, he was left for dead. The 
Christians picked him up, carried him 
home, and for months he lay on his face 
in bed, until, at last, his back slowly, 
very slowly, healed. He still carries the 
scars, great, ugly marks and will until 
the day of his death. Oh, what suffer- 
ing for Christ’s sake! How it puts us to 
shame! And to-day he is back, preach- 
ing the Gospel again, glorying in the 
offence of the Cross. 


When I was there first, there were 
only some forty-five foreign mission- 
aries in the whole country. And Spain 
has a population of twenty-three mil- 
lion. Think of it! Darker than China, 
India, Africa. For there are more mis- 
sionaries, by far, in all these countries 
than in Spain. 


It was in Spain that the Protestants 
were arrested, tortured and put to 
death, as in no other country in the 
world. I saw the dungeons in which in- 
nocent victims of the horrible Spanish 
Inquisition were kept. So dark are they 
that I could not see my hand before me. 
And how the blood of the martyrs 
flowed! What atrocities were commit- 
ted! But we believe that the blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church, 
and that we should return good for evil. 
Spain has as much right to the Gospel 
as any other country in the world. 
Well, what has happened? Some four 
years ago we founded a Bible School, 
put Rev. F. David Sholin and his wife 
in charge, built him a home, trained in- 
telligent, consecrated Spanish students, 
got them all ready to preach the Gospel, 
and sent them out as flaming evangel- 


ists to proclaim the Glad Tidings to 
their own people. Little did we know, 
then, what God was doing, but it is evi- 
dent now that knowing the changes 
that would shortly take place He, led 
us to get ready. 


Suddenly the revolution came, the 
government was overthrown, the King 
fled from the country, and new laws 
were enacted by a new government, 
representative of the people. The Jes- 
uits were driven out, Church and State 
separated, all religions given an equal 
right, and Protestantism, for the first 
time in the history of Spain, protected. 


Do you grasp the significance of all 
this? Our men were ready. They went 
forth, and to-day, yes, and ever since 
the revolution, they preach the Gospel 
freely, all over central and southern 
Spain. Not to gatherings of nineteen or 
less but to audiences of two thousand 
and more. Thank God! What an op- 
portunity! And they are doing it, yes, 
and getting results. Scores upon scores 
have already been won to Jesus Christ. 


Let me quote from four of their re- 
ports, just to show how wonderfully 
God is using them: 


Cristobal Tarazaga in his report of 
one week-end said, “The people were so 
anxious to hear that we had to begin 
the service in the Laborers’ Hall a 
whole hour before the hour announced. 
They invited us to come there (Villa- 
manrique) whenever and as often as 
we could. After the service we sold all 
the New Testaments that we had, and 
could have sold many, many more.” 


Another reported: “In Castellar-de- 
Santisteban we had hired the theatre 
which seats a thousand, and it was 
filled to overflowing. Jose Martinez 
(one of the students) showed them how 
deceived they had been in trying to find 
peace outside of Jesus Christ, and Mr. 
Villar boldly told the cheering audience 
of the innovations and deceits practiced 
by the Roman Catholic Church.” At the 
close, much Gospel literature was given 
=. and many Bibles and Testaments 
sold 


Santos Garcia tells of a conference 
held in Torre-de-Juan Abad: “The meet- 
ing, the very first of its kind in that 
town, was held in the Laborers’ Hall, a 
vast room void of benches, and with few 
seats, with an audience both inside and 
outside the hall, of about a thousand.” 
Throughout the whole service respect- 
ful silence and _ sincere expectation 
reigned in the hall. . . . The president 


and others stayed after the service and 
we spent time reading and explaining 
the Word to them. They declared that 
they had considered themselves athe- 


ists, but after hearing the Gospel they 
readily believed what we told them, and 
were so delighted to hear the real 
Truth, many buying the Word to take 
home with them.” 


In reporting another large meeting, 
Tomas Garrido tells how in Banos de 
Encina over a hundred people crowded 
into a home that had been opened to 
them, because the hall had been denied. 
The people were so anxious to hear that 
they stood throughout the whole service 
for over two hours, and listened atten- 
tively to the end; after which they in- 
sisted on taking them home with them 
for entertainment. 


Now we are training others. Soon 
they, too, will be ready. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sholin are sparing no pains. The har- 
vest time has come. Spain’s millions 
are at last to hear the Gospel. And 
what splendid Christians they make! 
What trophies of grace! God help us 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
that is ours and give Spain the Gospel. 


One thing more: Spain has decreed 
that no foreigner can become a pastor. 
Those now there must resign. Only 
native pastors will be authorized. Now, 
how does that new law affect us? Just 
in this way: We have done nothing else 
for the past four years but train the 
Spaniards themselves to be pastors and 
evangelists. Not a single foreign mis- 
sionary have we sent out, save our 
Dean. Hence, while other societies will 
be compelled to make drastic changes, 
we are in a position to go right on with 
our present policy which is fully accord- 
ing to law. And this because of our 
vision and policy for missionary work. 
We have always believed in the train- 
ing of the natives, for they alone can 
evangelize their own people. No for- 
eigner can ever hope to do it. Surely 
the Lord has led us all along the way! 
Blessed be His Name!

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THAT SNAKE 
STORY 


The American Association for the 
Advancement of Atheism continues to 
sneer at the story *Snakes in an 
Atheist’s Grave which appeared in 
these columns a few months ago, de- 
scribing the tomb of Chet Bedell near 
North Benton, Ohio. Bedell was a con- 
firmed atheist who devoted most of 
his time to attacking Christianity in 
general and the Bible in particular. He 
is quoted as having said many times 
that if there was a God his grave would 
be infested with snakes. Scores of 
readers of The Defender, including the 
Editor, have visited the grave and 
found snakes crawling on it. Bedell was 
buried in 1908. His grave was cleaned 
out once in an effort to rid it of the 
reptiles but they only returned in larg- 
er numbers. 

The following letter from a Reader 
in Chatham, Massachusetts is interest- 
ing: “I have wanted for some time to 
write you in regard to the man who 
died and was buried among the snakes 
in North Benton, Ohio. It was true but 
you only touched upon the real facts 
in the case. I too have visited that 
place. I spent several weeks near there 
and visited two of his wife’s relatives, 
two old ladies about 90 years of age. 
When I remarked that I thought ac- 
cording to his statue he must have 
been a nice looking man, they said ‘Oh, 
no, no.’ 

“One other thing that impressed me 
was this, he had a saintly mother and 
he said it was the hardest thing for him 
to die to his mother’s prayers, but he 








finally did so. He would gather the - 


family and hired men (he was a well- 
to-do farmer) around the table and 
actually pray in the name of the Devil, 
but when he was dying the scene 
changed. I was told that he called in 
one of the sons, asked him to go at 
once for the preacher, but he refused. 
He then called for his other son to get 
the preacher and his reply to his dying 
father was, ‘Father, you have lived 
your life without a preacher, you can 
die without one.’ He had a good wife. 
He had his statue built in Paris, 
France.” 


A missionary from Africa writes of 
telling some of her native evangelists 
about this story after reading it in The 
Defender and of her embarrassment 
upon learning that they started out at 
once going from village to village 
warning the people that ‘“‘unless they 
repented they would all have snakes in 
their graves.” Needless to say that she 
corrected the error at once. Few ar- 
ticles appearing in these columns have 
brought a greater avalanche of letters 
to the Wichita office than this one.

THE BIBLE AND 
SCIENCE

Introduction 


It may be a little difficult to treat in 
this brief way, in such few words, the 
whole universe of spiritual and material 
things, as involved in these two words, 
but I shall try to give a few practical 
thoughts from month to month to get 
at the gist of each. And perhaps this 
is the best way to get a clear view. So 
much has been said about each, thou- 
sands of books written, that many 
minds have almost been lost in a fog 
of words. 


Many people believe in the Bible 
wholly, and have little or no use for 
science, while others accept science and 
have little or no use for the Bible. 
These are both wrong to some extent, 
for while the Bible is worth infinitely 
more to us than science, yet science has 
many good things for us. If we were 
limited to one, of course, we would take 
the Bible, for science without the Bible 
could never save a soul, while the Bible 
without science will save everyone who 
will believe and obey it. 


God has written two books: the Book 
of books and the book of Nature. The 
Bible concerns all spiritual things most- 
ly, puts them first, yet treats of many 
material things. Science treats of nat- 
ural things mostly, yet touches some 
spiritual things. We are helped by 
studying both books. The two books 


.do not differ or contradict each other, 


for God is the Author of both, and He 
cannot contradict Himself. I end this 
brief Introduction with a little diagram. 
When I speak of science, I mean true 
science. Scientists have often misin- 
terpreted nature, and theologians have 
often misinterpreted the Bible; the two 
mingle closely.

of the photographs would seem to indi- 
cate that it was apparently the work 
of a male expert who was either a sur- 
geon or a man possessing a knowledge 
of how to butcher animals, and Ruth 
says that she has never told any news- 
paper man that she did the horrible 
deed. She was ill in a Los Angeles hos- 
pital with a bullet being extracted from 
her left hand, which she had carried 
four days, involving the most terrible 
suffering, (a bullet deposited, she says, 
during the fight for her life) when the 
news-boys were on the streets crying 
that she was guilty. 


There are many legal phases which 
her attorneys and advisors are develop- 
ing in an attempt to save her life. 
Clemency is being sought from the 
Board of Pardons which meets in 
March, whereby it is hoped that her 
sentence will be at least changed to life 
imprisonment. In Arizona the Gover- 
nor has no power to grant a pardon or 
change a sentence; it is a matter upon 
which the three members of the Board 
of Pardons must act. Father and Moth- 
er McKinnell have solicited prayer in 
her behalf. Certainly there is a grow- 
ing feeling among the citizens of Ari- 
zona that Winnie Ruth Judd should not 
hang next Good Friday, the date set 
for her execution. 


After our visit to the prison Mrs. 
Winrod and I felt impressed to send her 
the following letter: 


Phoenix, Arizona 
February 1, 1933 
Mrs. Winnie Ruth Judd, 
Florence, Arizona 
Arizona State Prison. 
My dear Mrs. Judd: 

Mrs. Winrod and I were glad to meet you 
in person last Monday and wish to thark you 
for the frank manner in which you related your 
story and only regret that you were denied an 
opportunity to take the witness stund and ex- 
plain these things at the time of your trial. 
Had this have been done, and had the back- 
ground of your home and family life been ex- 
plained, the general public would today have an 
entirely different opinion of the Winnie Ruth 
Judd who has been so mercilessly misrcepresent- 
ed in the headlines. After meeting and hearing 
you in person we can understand why twenty- 
two members of the Grand Jury were favorably 
impressed with what you had to say last month 
when you were given your first opportunity to 
explain your version of the tragedy. 

Before coming to Phoenix ten days ago I was 
convinced that that mysterious something called 
public sentiment was increasing in your favor. 
Now I think I know why—because truth is evi- 
dently on your side. Abraham Lincoln once 
said ‘“‘Public sentiment is everything. With pub- 
lic sentiment you can not fail. Without public 
sentiment nothing can succeed.” You have cause 
to be encouraged—because sentiment is certainly 
mounting up in your favor. 

During the last two days I have spoken with 
many people, some of them very prominent citi- 
zens of Arizona, and without exception they 
have expressed themselves as feeling that a 
mistake has been made somewhere, that you 
have been condemned too quickly on the basis 
of adverse publicity. 

Your saintly father is an inspiration to all 
who meet him. His life and kindly spirit is a 
testimony to the fact that it pays to believe the 
Bible and live a life of prayer. It is lovely 
that all of the members of your family can be 
together these days even though the circum- 
stances are most painful. We were also pleased 
to meet your brother Burton and Dr. Judd. 

You were born into this world in prayer, you 


confessed Christ as your Saviour in the tender 
years of childhood through prayer, as a girl you 
dreamed of becoming a missionary. You invari- 
ably requested the prayers of your parents when 
writing letters home, you organized a Spanish 
Sunday School Class when you lived in Mexico; 
you have experienced your greatest joys in the 
service of your Master and Mrs. Winrod and I 
are mindful of your promise to devote the bal- 
ance of your life to Christian work if you again 
become free to do so. 

Regardless of past sins, spend every possible 
hour with your Bible and in prayer knowing 
that ever increasing numbers of friends are 
praying for you. 

Everything depends of course upon your heart 
attitude toward God. Let there be nothing be- 
tween you and Him. Let these trying expe- 


riences become blessings in disguise whereby 
your spiritual life shall grow rich and your soul 
strong. Psalms 91 is wonderful. I recommend 
it to you. 

“Now the Lord of peace himself give you 
peace always by all means.’”’ II Thessalonians 
3:16.
